The International Registration Plan (IRP) is a 
registration reciprocity agreement among jurisdictions 
of the United States, the District of Columbia and 
Provinces of Canada providing for payment of 
apportionable fees on the basis of total distance 
operated in all jurisdictions. IRP's fundamental 

principle is to promote and encourage the fullest possible use of the 
highway system.

Last March, a self-driving eighteen-wheeler spent more 
than five straight days hauling goods between Dallas 
and Atlanta. Running around the clock, it traveled more 
than 6,300 miles, making four round trips and delivering 

eight loads of freight. 

The result of a partnership between Kodiak Robotics, a self driving start-up, 
and U.S. Xpress, a traditional trucking company, this five-day drive 
demonstrated the enormous potential of autonomous trucks. A traditional 
truck, whose lone driver must stop and rest each day, would need more than 
10 days to deliver the same freight.
